ELECTRICITY FOR YOUR FEET. 


The Subtle Fluid Necessary to Keep the Human Dynamo Strong anu Vigorous. 


Next to the welfare of the human soul, one of the most important things in lie 1s 
the sole of the foot. To this generally overlooked and disregarded part of human anatomy 
may be attributed a large number of the ills which flesh is heir to. 

Physicians will tell you that the sole of the foot is a network of nerves that radiate 
like telegraph wires to different portions of the body. <A disturbance of the nerves of 
the feet will therefore cause hygienic troubles that may become serious. 

Who knows but that Napoleon might have conquered Russia if he had kept the soles 
of his feet and the feet of his soldiers warm? 

Up to recent years physicians have never given a thought to the possibility of hygienic 
connection between the soles of the feet and the eyes, 

Yet it is often the case that where a man with perspiring feet uses a powder to stop 
the trouble is at once attacked by a wonderful running of water from the eyes and loss of 
sight. 

Rubbers constantly worn will often cause a similar trouble, The latest advances of 
science concede the fact that the nervous system is to all intents and purposes the 
electrical system of the body. 

Jt is necessary, physicians say, that this system snoula have direct counection with 
the earth, more especially through the soles of the feet, as this is the most highly organized 
nerve surface of any in our bodies. ‘This is why we cannot bear tickling on our feet with 
a straw or feather. 

Disturb the natural currents between the feet and the earthin any way and the conse- 
quences are inevitable. One person will be stricken with blindness, another deafness, 
another baldness, or cancer, or consumption, or heart failure, decayed teeth, rheumatism, 
neuralgia, or indeed any other unnatural or diseased state of the body. 

Diseases caused by neglected soles affect different subjects in divers ways simply 
because some are weak in one place and some in another, the particular location being 
determined entirely by the idiosyncrasies of constitution. 

From certain physiological causes the eyes are perhaps in all cases the first organs 
plainly damaged by insulation of the feet. “But though they are more directly injured, 
they are not less damaged that other organs are in time from’ the same cause. 

Regarding the electrical or nerve currents of the body, a recent issue of the AVedica/ 
Journal says : 

“The strongest proof that we use electrical currents in all our muscular exertions is 
that if a wire is run from a man’s feet to the earth while exercising with dumb-bell, 
electric currents are easily detected passing from his body through his feet to the earth 
with every movement of hisarms.

The natural path 
for this escape lies through a man’s feet, It is, therefore, plain that our foot soles are 
designed to act as an electrical Iighway between our bodies and the earth, and the main: 
taining of that highway in a free and unimpeded state is a matter of vital importance to 
the health of mankind.”
